Date Mar. 14, 1985.This invention relates to a cathode 
ray tube which uses a tension band to afford an implosion protection. The cathode ray tube of this 
invention includes a panal (21) formed of a face portion (4) which is respectively formed as a curved 
surface and a skirt portion (5). A mold match line (23) of this panel (21 ) is formed so as to substantially 
follow the boundary between the face portion (4) and the skirt portion (5) and a tension band (29) for use 
in implosion protection is wound around this mold match line (23). Accordingly, the tension of the tension 
band can effectively be transmitted to the entire periphery of the face portion and thus the implosion 
protection of the panel can be increased.

REASONS 

The invention is unpatentable under Section 29 (2) of the 
Patent Law, as being such that the invention could easily have 
been made by a person with ordinary skill in the art to which 
the invention pertains, on the basis of the invention described 
in the following publications distributed in Japan or a foreign 
country prior to this application or the invention made 
available to the public through electric telecommunication lines 
in Japan or a foreign country prior to this application.

Refe rence 1 discloses a technical concept wherein a heavy load is 
prevented from being exerted on the connection to a funnel by designing an 
exposure-preventing band to apply a strong tightening force to a face portion 
and applying a weak tightening force to the connection, thereby allowing a 
flat panel to recover from a vacuum stress. If this technical concept is 
relined on, it is not particularly difficult to arrange the exposure-preventing 
band in such a manner that its end portion is located close to the face 
portion, as shown in FIGS. 1 to 3. 

FIG. 3 of reference 1 merely shows an exposure-preventing band 
folded a number of times. With respect to a reinforcing band having a 
known folded portion, those skilled in the art could easily determine how the 
position of the reinforcing band should be and how long the folded portion 
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should be, based on the above-mentioned technical concept wherein a strong 
tightening force is applied to a face portion and a weak tightening force is 
applied to the connection. 

Specific numerical ranges are considered a matter of design choice to 
those skilled in the art.

From the lower right column of page 1 to the upper left column of 
page 2 and in amended FIGS. 4 and 5, reference 2 discloses a technique of 
transmitting a tightening force effectively to a face portion by arranging a 
mold match line close to the face portion. 

Since the common object is to apply a strong tightening force to the 
face portion, it is not particularly difficult to position the mold match line 
close to the face portion, as in reference 2. 

Specific numerical ranges are considered a matter of design choice to 
those skilled in the art. 

The claims not mentioned in this Official Action are not rejected. If 
a new reason for rejection is noticed, a further Official Action will be issued.
